The Maryland Statesman Passed
Away This Morning.

EXPLOSION ON A FRENCH VESSEL.

Arrival of Senator Plumb’s Remains
at Kansas City.

TODAY'S ELECTION INIRELAND

JOHN A. J. CRESWELL DEAD.

Unexpected Demise of the Ex-Postmaster
General.
Special Dispatch to The Evening Star.
Evrxrox, Mp., Dec 23.—John A. J. Creswell,
ex-Postmaster General, died here this morning.
Gen. Creawell died of pnenmonia.

‘The news of Gen. Creswell's death will be
read with a great deal of regret in this city
where he oceupied a prominent position an
where he had mauy friends and more ad-
mirers. Soon after quitting the desk at the

head of the Fost Ofiice Department
he became the president of the Citi-
zens'  National in  this eity,

of which he owned n large share, This position
he filled from 1875 till January, 1890, when he
was succeeded by Mr. E. Kurtz Johnson, who
had secured a controlling interest in the bank.
Gen. Creswell was o man of marked lbﬂlx
and was unueually popular with all wi
whom he was at ail familiar. At the bank the
first news of his death was received this after-
noon from TRe StAr oftice. It caused genuine
sorrow among All those connected with that
institution.

Since severing his connection with the bank
Gen. Creswell bad devoted himself to the prac-
tice of law. He had a large and lucrative prac-
tice and it was from this source that most of
his Iarge wealth was derived. His work was
mainly with important cases before the Supreme
Court. During the winter he lived with
his wife at the Richmond, having leased his
handsome house at the corner of 19th and I
He also owned a
Landsome summer home at Elkton, and it was
here that his death occurred. He was in this

eity about three weeks ago and was planning to

come back for the winter at an early day.

Last spring he had the grip. This was sue-
ceeded by rheumatism and later by pneumonia,
which left him in a very enfeebled condition.
When he was Inst here it was noticed that he
was very weak, but his complete recovery was
confidently looked for.

Gen. Creswell was a member of the Presby-
terian church and had a pew at the Church of
the Covenant, where he wns & reguler at-
tendant. He leaves a wife, who was a Miss
Richardson. They bad no children. Nothing
is known in this city as yet as to the probable
time and place of the funeral services.

LIFE AND CAREER CF GEY. CRESWELL.

John A. J. Creswell
was born at Port De-
okit, Ceecil county,
Ald., November 18,
1828,  He was gradu-
sted at Dickinson
College, Pennsyl-
vania, in 1848, studied
law and was ndmitted
to the Maryland bar
m 1830, He waz a
member of the state
egslature of 1860 and
%62, and was assist-
Eant adjntant general
or Maryland in 1862
and 1863 He was
elected to Congresa
and served from De-
= cember 7, 1883, till
March 3, 1865, and, baving distinguished bim-
self as an earnest friend of the Union, was
elected ns & republican to the United States
Senate in March, 1865, to fill the unexpired

—

term of Thomas H. Hicksa., On Feb-
uary 22, 1866, he delivered, at the
request of the House of Represen-

tatives, a memorial eulogy of his friend and
collebgue, Henry Winter Davie, He was a del-
egate to the Baltimore convention of 1864, the
Philadelphia loyalists’ convention of 1866, the
border states convention held in Baltimorein
1867 and the Chicago republican convention of
1868. In May, 1868, he was elected secretary of
the United States Senate, but declined. On
March 5, 1869, he was appointed by Presideut
Grant Postmaster General of the United States
and served till July 3, 1574.
